During the quarter ended 30th Jyne, 1952, 887 new houses were completed in 
Tasmania compared with 705 in the March quarter and 153536 in the December quarter 1951, 
The number of completions in the June quarter in preceding years were 163 in 1916; 
2935 in 1947; 403 in 1948; 589 in 1949; 805 in 1950 and 1,040 in 19573, 


For the year 1951-52, 3,999 houses were completed, an increase of 85 over 
the 3,914 completed during 1950-51, The number completed in preeeding years were;:- 
479 in 1945-46; 1,070 in 1946-47; 1,544 in 1947~L8; 2,287 in 1948-49 and 2,852 in 
4194.9-50, In the post-war period 16,145 new houses have been completed in Tasmania, 


In addition, 11 new dwellings were provided during the quarter by the 
construction of flats and shops with dwellings, 


The 887 new houses completed during the June quarter comprised 166 solid 
brick, concrete etc,, 77 brick concrete etc,, veneer, 479 wood, 101 prefabricated wood, 
63 fibro-cement and 1 other type of house, Of the 16,145 houses completed since 
September 1945, 3,979 or 24.06% were of brick,concrete etc,, and 12,168 or 75,4% of 
wood etc, material, 


The average recorded value of each house completed in Tasmania rose contin- 
uously from September quarter 1945 until the March quarter 1952, but fell during 
the June quarter 1952, Average values were as follows:- 
£786 in September quarter 1945; £1,030 in June 1946; £1,099 in June 1947; £1,149 in 
June 1948; £1,355 in June 1949; £1,518 in Jyne 1950; £1,826 in June 1951; £2,155 in 
March 1952 and in June 1952, - the average value was £2,123, The average completed 
value of each brick, concrete etc,, house was £2,827 in the June quarter 1952,. compared

The value of new buildings (other than houses) completed during June 
quarter 1952, was £549,000 compared with £442,000 in March quarter 1952, and £4.35,000 
during the June quarter 1951, Eleven new factories valued at £104,000 were completed 
during the quarter, 

During the June quarter 1952 the value of new buildings (other than houses) 
commenced was £1,263, 600 the highest value recorded in any quarter since the war, and 
£795,000 more than during the March quarter 1952. Construction of eight new factories 
valued at £437,000 was commenced during the quarter ended 30th June 1952, 

The value of new puildings (other than houses) under construction at the 
cies th June 1952 was £6,550,000 or £721, 000 more than at the 31st March 1252, and may be

The value of all new buildings (including houses) completed in Tasmania 
during June quarter 1952 was £2,432,000, an increase of £471,000 compared with March 
Pap 


quarter 1952 and £98,000 more than the Jyne quarter 1951, New houses valued at 
£1 ,883,000 comprised 77.4% of the total value of completions in Jyne quarter 1952, 


During the quarter, the value of all new buildings commenced was 
£2,785,000 or £650,000 more than in the March 1952, quarter, and £312,000 less than 
in June quarter 1951, 


The value of all new buildings under construction at 30th June,1952 
was £13,770,000 compared with £13,424,000 at the 31st March 1952, and 612,178,000 at 
the 30th June, 1951, 


In comparing these money values, due allowance should be made for 
changes in building costs,

The value of work done on new buildings has been calculated from data 
collected on builders' returns, According to the information recormled on these 
returns the value of work done during June quarter, 1952, on new buildings in Tasmania, 
was £2,693,000 compared with £2,646,000 in March quarter 1952; £3,400,000 in December 
quarter 1951 and £3,136,000 in September quarter 1951, Of the June quarter total 
£1,712,000 or 63,6% represented value of work done during that quarter in respect of 
new houses, Hobart and Suburbs accounted for £897,000 or 33. 36 of the total value,
